FIFTY-FIFTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


THURSDAY, Feb. 12. 

The Senate met at 11 Lieut. 
Governor in the Chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

The Chair announced Messrs. 
Powell and Chamberlain as an addi- 
tional Committee on Enrolled bills. 


Reports of Standing Committees 


were submitted by Messrs. Love, 
from Propositions and Greviances, 
aud Seymour, from the Judiciary. 

Mr. Love offered the following 
resolution, that the Attorney General 
be, and he is hereby requested, to in- 
form the Senate whether in his opin- 
ion, the prohibitons in section 
eleven Of an act entitled an act to 
amend the charter of the North Car- 
Olina Railroad Company and for oth- 
er purposes therein mentioned,”’’ and 
found between the word ‘ places” in 
line 4, and the words the bonds”? 
in line 20 Senate engrossed bill, are, 
or are not constitutional. 

Mr. Worth moved to lay the reso- 
lution on the table, as he thought it 
a fire brand thrown into the Senate 
at an inopportune moment. 

Mr. Love said he offered the resolu- 
tion in good faith for the interest of 
the people of Western North Caro- 
lina, who needed, must have, and 
will have a railroad. The amend- 
nent alluded to in the resolution was 
put in there to defeat the bill, and he 
believed that the consolidation 
scheme one of the most important 
measures that has been brought be- 


fore the General Assembly, would be | 
’ 


defeated. 


Mr. Merrimon addressed the Senate | 


in Opposition to the resolution, de- 
tailing the purpose and objects of the 
resolution, the vote thereon, also the 
protest offered by certain Senators 
and ordered to be spread upon the 
journals. 

Messrs. King, Humphrey, Welch, 
Todd and Gudger replied to the re- 
marks of Mr. Merrimon in favor of 
the resolution, Mr. Welch especially 
reninding the Senate that his west- 
ern people would hold the Democrat- 
ic members of the Senate responsible 
for the defect of a measure they have 
long worked for, &c. 

After considerable discussion on 
the resolution, Mr. Morehead, of 
Guilford, called the previous ques- 
tion, which being sustained, the yeas 
and nays were called by Mr. Love, 
and the resolution failed to pass by 
the following vote:

Special Order. 

The bill to establish a legal rate of 
interest in the State was taken up as 
the special at 14 o’clock. The bill 
provides that the vote of interest 
shall be six per cent. unless by spec- 
inl agreement between parties and in 
such event ten per cent. as the maxi- 
mum amount to be agreed upon, with 
a forfeiture of the interest as the pen- 
alty for a violation of the law. 

Mr. Cowles offered an amendment, 
providing for the forfeiture of the 
principal and interest. 

Pending the discussion on the 
amendment,the Senate adjourned till 
3 0’cloek. 


SENATE. 


AFEERNOON SESSION. 

The bill to establish a legal rate of 
interest in the State was resumed, as 
the unfinished business. 

Mr. Waring resumed his remarks 
on the bill and offered a substitute 
for the bill, a resolution asking our 
Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress to use their influence to secure 
a law fixing a national uniform rate 
of interest. 

Mr. Allen endorsed the views of 
Mr. Waring. 

Mr. Norwood said he had these 
two old State’s rights Democrats ex- 
actly where he wanted them. They 
had attacked him for asking favors 
of the General Government, and now 
he had them caught in their own 
trap. He becamea State’s right man 
after years of full maturity and 
though baptized in the doctrine, was 
not so born, as the gentlemen refer- 
red to claimed to be. Mr. Norwood 
read from Jefferson’s manuel to show 
that the Federal Government had no 
right to i@terfere with State institu- 
tions, &¢e. 

The question first occurred on Mr. 
Cowles’ amendment. Lost. 

Mr. Worth offered an amendment 
to strike out 10 per cent and insert 
12. Lost. 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, offered 


/an amendment to strike out 10 per 


cent. and insert 8 per cent. Adopted. 

Mr. Todd, an amendment to re- 
strict the rate of interest to 8 per 
cent., and any violations of the con- 
tract to be deemed usurous and void. 
Adopted. | 

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, moved 
to reconsider the last amendment, 
that he might offer a substitute there- 
for, better suited to the purpose. The 
reconsideration was made and Mr. 
Morehead’s’ substitute, providing 
that all clauses in the laws that per- 
mit a greater rate of interest than is 
now prescribed by law be and the 
same age hereby repealed. Adopted. 

The Senate, at 44 c’clock,went into 
Executive Session. 


HOUSE REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr. Speaker Robinson called the 
House to order at 10 a. m. 

The Journal of yesterday was read 
and approved. 

Several petitions were presented 
and disposed of properly. 

Messrs. Bennett, Joyner, Brown of 
Mecklenburg, Moring, Bryson, of 
Jackson, Hanner, Waugh and Me- 
Neill submitted reports from Stand- 
ing Committees. 

By Mr. Dula, a bill to authorize 
the Governor to employ counsel in 
certain cases. Calendar. 

Mr. Waugh offered (in jest) a bill 
in the shape of that bulky volume, 
Battle’s Revisal. The ‘ bill’? was 
allowed to lay on the table. 

By Mr. Stanford, a bill to author- 
ize the printing of the revenue Dill. 
Calendar. 

By Mr. Watson, a bill to amend 
chapter 105, Battle’s Revisal. Re- 
ferred. 

By Mr. MeNeil, a bill to repeal 
sections 39 and 40, chapter 85, Battle’s 
Revisal. Referred. 

On motion of Mr. Stanford the bill 
printing and distributing 3,000 copies 
of the revenue bill, was taken up 
and passed its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Dula, the bill to 
authorize the Governor to employ 
counsel to assist in the prosecution of 
M.S. Littlefield, was taken up. [The 
bill says that it is probable that M. 
S. Littlefield will be delivered to the 
authorities of this State to be tried for 
embezzlement, &¢., in the Buncombe 
Superior Court. | 
_ The bill passed its several read- 
ings. 

On motion of Mr. Craige, ‘the 
Senate bill providing for the election 
of two Superior Court Judges anda 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
on the first Thursday in August next, 
was taken up. 

On the call of Mr. Bennett, the 
uestion was called and the 

ill passed its third reading by a vote 
of veas 60, nays 44. 

On motion of Mr. Waugh, the bill 
to incorporate the Planters’ Bank of 
Mount Airy, wastaken up and passed 
its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Lucky, the bill 
appropriating 365,000 for the support, 
repair and improvement of the In- 
sane Asylum for the current vear, 
was taken up and passed its several 
readings. 

On motion of Ellison, col., the bill 
to allow the Commissioners of the 
city of Raleigh to open a street 
across the south end of the Execu- 
tive Mansion lot, was taken up and 
passed its several readings. 

On motion of Mir. McGehee, the 
bill to allow the sale of certain) pub- 
lic property in and about the city of 
Raleigh for the benefit of the Uni- 
versity, Was taken up. [Provisions 
of the bill already published. | 

Mr. Brown, of Davidson, offered 
anamendment which gives the pro- 
ceeds of such to the free publie 
schools of the State. 

Mr. McGehee opposed the amend- 
ment. He took occasion to point 
out the mis-statements in the edito- 
rial in regard to the matter in this 
morning’s Lraminer. Hestated that 
he would concede chat the assertion 
that this measure would impose atax 
of $100,000 upon the people of the 
State was a mistake on the part of the 
writer, for he did not think that jour- 
nalism in this State had fallen so low 
as to resort to disreputable ex pedients, 

Mr. MeGehee then proceeded to ex- 
plain the bill and describe the bene- 
tits which wouid flow from its adop- 
tion. 

Mr. Watson was heartily in favor 
of the billand was opposed to the 
amendment. He gave a minute des- 
eription of the buildings of the Uni- 
versity. 

Mr. Waugh was opposed to the 
measure. 

Mr. Reid, of Mecklenburg, ar- 
gued in supportof the bill. 

Mr. Turner hoped the bill would 
pass without the proposed amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Marler was opposed to the 
whole measure, and certainly would 
vote against the bill unless the 
amendment of Mr. Brown, of David- 
son, Was incorporated into it. He 
hoped the whole matter would fail. 

Mr. Brown, of ar- 
cued the passage of the bill. 

Mr. Gorman would support the bill 
if one or twoamendments, which he 
should offer in due time, were adop- 
ted. 

The yeas and nays were called on 
the amendment of Mr. Brown, of 
Davidson, and the vote resulted— 
yeas 56, nays 46. 

Mr. Robinson hoped that the bill 
was premature and thought the ac- 
tion of the newly elected Trustees 
should be awaited before a law ofthis 
kind was enacted, ete 

Mr. MeGehee moved to table the 
bill. The motion to table was lost— 
yeas 51, nays >). 

Pending further debate the House 
adjourned. 


HOUSE REPRESENTATIVES. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


THURSDAY, Feb. 12, 1874. 


Mr. Speaker Robinson called the 
House to order at 3 p. m. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, moved to 
indefinitely postpone the bill pend- 
ing, when the morning session ad- 
journed, being the bill to donate the 
city lots belonging to the State to the 
University. 

Mr. Bryan, of Alleghany, favored 
the motion to 

Mr. Michael, of Davidson, opposed 
it. 
Mr. McGehee was in fayor of keep- 
ing the property of the State to 
replace the fund donated by Congress 
to the University whenever the 
demand should be made by Congress. 

Mr. Waugh hoped that the motion 


to postpone would not prevail, but 
that the bill should pass, and the 
fund raised by the sale of the lots ap- 
proprated to common schools. 

The motion to indefinitely post- 
pone prevailed, ayes 58, nays 43. 

The Clerk anrounced the special 
order, being Senate bill, in relati »n to 
the Western Division of the Western 
North Carolina Railroad Company. 
After the adoption of several amend- 
ments, the bill passed its third and 
final reading. 

The bill in relation to Amnesty and 
Pardon, was taken up as a special 
order. 

Mr. MeGehee offered an amend- 
ment, which he stated was to perfect 
the actin relation to Amnesty and 
Pardon, and to create a complete 
oblivion of all past offenses. 

Mr. Gorman favored the amend- 
ment. 

The amendment was lost. The bill 
wus then tabled—ayes 99, nays 2. 

Mr. Gudger moved to suspend the 
rules to take up the bill to amend an 
act in relation to the Oriental Fish 
and Oyster Company. Rules sus- 
pended and the bill passed its second 
and third readings. 

On motion of Mr. McGehee, the 
bill to incorporate the Wilmington, 
Raleigh & Roxbero R. R. Company 
was taken up and passed its severa 
readings. 

Mr. Moring moved to suspend the 
rules to take upthe bill to incorpo- 
rate the Cape Fear Cotton and Wool- 
en Mills. The bill passed its several 
readings. 

The bill to incorporete the Lock- 
ville Cotton and Woolen Mills, was 
taken up and psssed its several read- 
ings. 

On motion of Mr. Wheeler, the 
bill to amend the charter of the town 
Tarboro, was taken up and passed its 
several readings. 

The bill to amend section 13, chap- 
ter 44, Battle’s Revisal, was, upon 
motion of Mr. Bennett, taken up and 
passed its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. Bean, the bill to 
incorporate the town of Bush Hill in 
Randolph county, was taken up and 
passed its several readings. 

Mr. Dula moved to take up the bill 
to lay off a road from Wilkesboro to 
Statesville. 

Mr. Carson moved to table the bill. 
Carried. 

On motion of Mr. Stanford, the 
Senate amendments to the Revenue 
Bill were referred to the Finance 
Committee, and made Special Order 
for to-morrow at 12 m. 

On motion the House adjourned.

THE WILMINGTON, RALEIGH & 
RoOxBoRV RAILROAD COMPANY.— 
In the House of Representatives the 
Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments reported favorably upon the 


bill incorporating the Wilmington, 
Raleigh Roxboro Ra:lroad Com- 
pany. The bill isof an ordinary 
character. It names 8S. C. Heyer, 


John Thornton, J. P. Richards, A. 
A. McKay, J. A. Engelhard, A. A. 
Willard, David Murchison, Groome 
Williams, Oscar Parsley, W. H. 
Bernard, Donald McRae, Luke 
Powell and S. N. Martin, as corpora- 
tors. The proposed road is to com- 
mence at the city of Wilmington, or 
some point in the vicinity, and go to 
some point on the Virginia line, pro- 
vided it passes through the city of 
Raleigh, or within one mile thereof. 
The capital stock is fixed at $1,000,- 
000, and may be increased to any 
sum not exceeding $3,000,000. The 
bill also allows the counties, cities 
aud towns through which the road 
may pass to subscribe to the capital 
stock, provided that the subscription 
be left to the vote of qualified voters 
of such counties, towns, &c. As the 
title of the proposed corporation 
indicates, the terminous of the road 
will be at the town of Roxboro, Per- 
son county. Theconstruction of this 
road would open a rich tobacco grow- 
ing country.

In 1865-’66, before reconstruction 
and the advent of the carpet-bagger, 
the amount expended in salaries was 
>76,481. In 1873 the sum expended 
for the same purposes was $230,797. 
in 1865 the expenses of the State Leg- 
islature were $51,337; in 1873 the 
umount so used reached $291,339. The 
cost of the administration of the 
State government under Conservative 
rule was $266,248 per year. The same 
items under Radical administration 
foot up the enormous sum of $1,717,- 
318. 

Let the people of North Carolina 
ponder well the lesson bought by 
these figures, and abate no effort to 
prevent the return to power of a par- 


ty so utterly regardless of popular 
rights and interests. 


THE Washington Republican, of 
Tuesday last, under the heading 
‘*Perpetrating Treason,”’ has a bitter- 
ly hostile criticism of the late meet- 
ing of the Southern Historical Socie- 
ity in Baltimore, and of the address 
of Gen. WADE HAMPTON, con that 
eceasion. The Republican asserts 
that all these efforts to keep green 
the memories of the Southern strug- 
ele for seperate nationality are un- 
fortunate and treasonable,and advises 
the gentlemen concerned to turn 
their attention to efforts to inerease 
the material prosperity of their see- 
tion. Let us tell the Republican that 
all the assertion and all the abuse it 
may offer will fail to persuade the 
people of the South that the motives 
which moved them to that struggle 
were treasonable. The struggle was 
un honest assertion of the principles 
in which they had been educated and 
which they accepted as true beyond 
dloubt or controversy. 

They believed that they were right 
in making the contest and attested 
the sineerity of their faith by deeds of 
daring, which challenged the admi- 
ration and respect of the world. No 


body of soldiery ever gave proof of 
deeper devotion to duty and to prin- 
ciple than did the men who foilowed 
the banners of LrEand JACKSON— 
that glorious assembly of heroes, 
who, in seores of suiguinary con- 
flicts went to battle as men go to ban- 
quets, with songs upon their lips. 
We do not propose to let their deecs 
fade from the memories of men. 
They are the pricelessly precious 
legacies of a struggle of which we 
have noothersatisfactory inheritance. 
Nor do we intend, while doing hom- 
age to their virtues, to abate one jot 
or tittle in the discharge of our duties 
as citizens of the government of the 
United States. The issue of arms 
was decided against us. We have 
accepted that decision and its legiti- 
mate consequences, and are cheer- 
fully bearing the burdens and per- 
forming the obligations of Foderal 
citizenship. We expect to continue 
to do so, and the highest pledge of 
our fidelity in that behalf is to be 
found in the fact, that in the days, 
whose memories we refuse to allow 
to perish, we endured privation, 
suffering and danger for imperilled 
principles. That is our bond of good 
faith to the government to which we 


now acknowledge allegiance, and we 
can imagine no stronger. 


THE DEFEAT of the Liberals in 
England is complete. The country 
has pronounced against Mr. GLAD- 
STONE and he will be forced to sur- 
render the control of its governmen- 
tal affairs into the hands of the Op- 
position. England isonce more Tory 
in her polities. 

The eauses of the defeat are to be 
found in the divisions which have 
all the while existed in the siberal 


ranks. That party has been homo 
geneous. Constructed of material 


differing in interests, in sympathies 
and in opinions, it has preserved its 
organization up to the present solely 
by the efforts of its consummately 
able leader, and not even his ability 
and tact has been equal to the task 
of its preservation. 

Mr. GLADSTONE, it is thought, will 
resign and his adroit opponent Dis- 
RAELI Will be called to the adminis— 
tration of the government. ‘The 
Liberal party has done much for 
England, and we doubt whether a 
Conservative supremacy gives pro- 
mise of great good to that country. 
Certainly diplomacy loses mueh in 
the enforged retirement of GLAb- 
STONE, who is justly regarded as one 
of the ablest statesmen of the age. 


Tre General Assembly of Virginia 
proposes to assees a tax of 55 on mar- 
riage licenses, and consequently the 
bachelor race of that State are 
becoming indignant at such legisla- 
tion. The Editor of the Norfolk 


Virginian thus facetiously handles 


the question ; 


“As if toprejudice us against the | 


scheme and its promoters, we are 
told, too, that the committee who 
propose this marital tax and the 
House which is expected to adopt it, 
are composed of married men and so 
are either enamored of the domestic 
life or so wearied with it as to wish to 
deter all men from it. What has 
become of the ancient gallantry, the 
pride of Virginia? How are we 
lowered from the high estate when to 
foster the fair and cherish the weaker 
sex, wasour boasted character. Now, 
if this barbarous or rather this too 
civilized law, should go into effect, 
five dollars will be the prohibition 
we place upon the spinster, five dol- 
lars the penalty laid upon domestic 
bliss.
